A Case from Robinson Road., 


Particulars of a cage which looks sus- 

; piciouely liko murder came to hand to-day, 
tho crime, {f sych it was, having taken 
place on Friday’ night Inst. 
that on Saturday morning, a8 ond of the 


boya employed at No, 31 Robinson Road, 
Hongkong, waa going to. market for his 
employer, by s aide path leading from tho 
house, he suddenly made's most gruosume 
discovery, for lying on thé sido of the Bathe 
wey, right in front of him, was a iy 
wrapped up in some matting with only 
the head and one foot showing, Tho boy 
was naturally much alarmed, and ran back 
to hig employer's place and told his fellow 
servante bat he had goon. 

Tho master of the house was informed of 
the discovery anf proceeded tu tho spot, 
alter ringing up for the police on the tele- 
phone, It was thon acen that the body 
was that of a Chinaman, aud that it had 
heon carefully rotled up in several 
folda of common matting aod the bundle 
tied with n pioce of string, The 
doccased'y hund was covered with blood, 
and there were blood stains lead- 
ing in tho direction of one of the neigh- 
bouring houses, There were, too, 4 
numbor of foot-marks of persons who had 
walked along the path to whore the body 
was found, Tho poople in the vicinity, on 
hoaring of tho discovery,, remembered 
having heard a great desl. of noise tha 
previous night peoceediny from o placo 
where sone oonlign were known to hava 
been gainbling, and from inquiries mado of 
some of tbe coolics employed therenbouts 
it neemed certain that the deceased met 
hin death by come means while gambling 
was being carried on. 

Yesterday one of tho natives tald hiv 
nuastar that the deceased dicd while s gamg 
was in progress nnd was carried away be- 
cause hia compnniona wore afraid that 
there would be trouble. The blood stains 
on the deceased’s head sand those on the 
footpath would, howorer, seo to diseradit 
thin theory.

THE BAMBOO POLE CASE. 
To the Editor of the ‘Cuma Mar.!

Mr Smith stutes that tha rifle is cal- 
culated to incomeede ; so are umbrollas, 
ete, Thiy spurious assumption is tho basis 
of My Smith’s view, and be raises on ita 
huge superstructure which, even if well 
founded, might ensily tapple over out of 
sheer irrelovance. Mr Smith's argument 
is in the following terms. If tho sub- 
section in question applies to all things 
ealeulated to incommode and rifles, &c., 
are included in that genus, then a vory 
groat hardehip will be entailed upon the 
inoflensive person who manages to carry 
an umbrolla ur rifle without incommoding, 
As inony persons du succeed without |, 
any difficulty in carrying an umbrella 
without incommoding, Mr Sypith might 
hove carried his argument further and 
said thet a grave injustice would be in- 
flicted not on an isolated person but on the 

onaral public, That boing the care, Mr 

mith arrives st the conclusion that thoro 
must be something wrong with » view of 
the law which would bave that result, A 
natural thing to do when your superstruc- 
turo falls ig to examing the foundations. 
This the learned judge doos ; and ho dis- 
covers that they are rotten. He fails’ an- 
tiraly, however, to soe whero tho promises 
aro weak. Hin imaginary superstructare had 
n double basis, consisting not of ono but of | 
two ugsumptions. The proposition was not 
“{f this.sub-section applios, a crave injus- 
lico will be dono,’ but ‘If this sub-section 
applies to all things calculated to incom- 
mode, and rifles, &c., are included in that 
geaus,’ The learned judge is not, there- 
fore, logically entitled to arrive at the con- 
clusion that the sub-sectian cannot apply. 
There would be no injustice, no seductio ad 
adsurdiaa if Mr Smith did not assumy bt 
sho outegt that cifles and umbrellas ate 
* calculated to incommede.’ 

Why does he say that thoy are 
obviously calculated toincommode? + Bar- 
rels, butts, and caske areobyiously calculated 
ta incommode,’ so are bamboo poles, but it 
is aurely stretching umbrellas too far to 
assume that they aro calculated to in- 
commods. They are not even caleulnted 
to keep ofthe rain in typhoony weather. 
Besides, everyono is liablo tu carry an 
umbrolla and tho tv quoque argument could 
vasily apply here ; but wo don’t all sat off 
‘fora stroll in the afternoon with bamboo 
poles under ourarma, But evan Mr Smith 
can imagine an urobrells being carried with:
